That once-a-year decision= 
making you do at the Christmas 
tree lot is pleasant, but not easy 
when you want to find the ideal 
tree for your picture window, 

Grading experts judge a tree on 
its shape, density, freshness, 
cleanliness, and absence of de= 
fects, Let these pointers be your 
guide when choosing a Christmas 
tree, 

Look for a tree with uniform 
triangular taper, Check to seethat 
it is free of weak, broken, or 
unduly long branches or crooks 
in the stem, and that it has a well 
filled-out appearance, 

Shake, or bounce the tree on the 
ground lightly, to see that the 
needles are firmly attached. If only 
a few needles drop, the tree is 
fresh and more likely to retain its 
needles throughout the holiday sea= 
son in your house, 

Once home, saw off the butt end 
of the tree - about an inch or so 
above the original cut - so it can 
absorb water and stay fresh longer, 

To prevent your tree from drying 
out and becoming a fire hazard, 
stand it in water and store it ina 
cool, shady place, preferably out= 
side, until time to decorate, Leave 
it in water even after youdecorate 
it, and locate it away from 
radiators, fireplace, TV set, or 
other heat sources,

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Worth Pre-Thinking? 


The public complaint of a Shawsheen resident about 
recent emissions of industrial soot in the Village opens 
the door for a more general discussion of the subject of 
air pollution in Andover, 

If you bring it up verbally, as this editor has, you are 
almost certain to be told that your concern is premature. 
Andover is a long way from having to give serious con- 
sideration to the purity of the country air it breathes. 

How is it then that Andover was shrouded in a thick 
blanket of smog earlier this month when even more oppres- 
sive layers of stagnant air were overhanging both New 
York and Boston metropolitan districts? 

Andover has relatively few problems with industrially 
polluted air; those it has tend to be sporadic, 

What seems a greater threat to the quality of the airwe 
breath is the use of backyard incinerators for disposal of 
household debris. The oil drum trash can is a convenience 
to a great many Andover residents — it is a fast, efficient 
and economical way to get rid of the daily accumulation 
of cartons and papers and circulars that collect in the 
modern home. 

But as the town continues to grow and incinerators 
proliferate, the question of just how much dirt they re- 
lease into the air must be raised, If they do or can be 
expected to add appreciably to the wastes released into 
the air from autos, industry etc., then this fact should be 
taken into consideration in the scheduling of plans for 
municipal trash collection. 

The manager said last week, in response to a query 
from Selectman White, that he has been thinking of re- 
commending a combined trash and garbage collection 
service within the year. 

The potential dangers from air pollution could turn out 
to be the most persuasive argument in Support of such a 

costly venture. 


Nettling News 


Massachusetts auto owners have been dutifully swallow- 
ing insurance rate increases over the years with the same 
air of resignation assumed by practical little boys of the 
30’s when they saw mother approaching with the castor 
oil. There was little point in squawking . . . and some 
comfort in knowing that the foul tasting brew was fre- 
quently good for what ailed them. 

Commonwealth drivers can take no such comfort from 
the bitter insurance pill they are force fed, however. They 
know by now that compulsory insurance is no sure cure 
for highway mayhem. 

Consequently they can, and should feel free to protest 
the inequitable vehicle insurance rates that have resulted 
from the high cost of investigating claims and settling 
civil suits in court and from public abuse of the financial 
protection given under State Law. 

Pressure is building for revision of the auto insurance 
formula. The news that rates will advance another six 
percent in 1967 has intensified the Legislature’s interest, 
making it a prime time for car owners to let Representa- 
tives and Senators know that further delays in action 
cannot be tolerated. 

On the face of it, the Governor's proposal for a 
“financial responsibility’? law does not seem to be the 
answer. Though the plan would hold all drivers financial- 
ly responsible for accidents they cause, it would make 
insurance optional. Critics of this Suggestion feel the 
motorist most in need of insurance would be inclined to 
gamble on doing without it, which seems a logical and 
not unduly cynical argument. 

Other measures are finding their way into the hopper for 
the up-coming session of the General Court and they de- 
serve immediate and searching attention. 

Meanwhile lawmakers should be made painfully aware 
that it nettles Massachusetts drivers to hear that they 
could pay as much as 50 percent less for auto insurance 
if they lived elsewhere in the U.S.

Grackle Commonest Bird 


East Of The Mississippi 


While the robin and wren may 
be the commonest birds in litera= 
ture, their numbers fall behind 
other species in the outdoors, 

The 1966 breeding census of land 
birds in the eastern states and 
Canadian Maritimes ranked the 
robin a poor fifth = its numbers 
at even less than half the total of 
the fourth-ranked bird, The wren 
never approached the ten come 
monest species list, 

That the grackle won out as com= 
monest bird east of the Mississippi 
River was surprising only because 
most observers probably would 
have ranked the starling ahead of 
it, The starling finished second, 

The statistics ranking the ten 
commonest birds = there are some 
surprises in the lst - were cole 
1 this summer in a new 
breeding bird survey, The survey 
will spread westward soon, but this 
year it encompassed only 26 
easter states and four Canadian 
provinces, The 1966 survey 
broadens the field for a census 
technique developed the previous 
year in Maryland and Delaware by 
the U, S, Bureau of Sport Fisher= 
jes and Wildlife, 

Some 585 survey routes were 
traveled by the census takers, In 
the total count, surveyors recorded 
274 species of birds, 

The species that probably will 
surprise New England birders by 
taking a position among the ten 
most common birds is the cardinal, 
These red birds have been spread= 
ing across Rhode Islsiid and Mas= 
sachusetts in the last decade and 
filtering into New Hampshire, But, 
despite the fact that 1041 cardinals 
were reported in Massachusetts 
last February in the annual 
cardinal-tufted titmice census, 
they could not be considered com= 
mon birds in New England, 

count on common birds 


indicates a rather wide disparity 
between the first four species and 
the next six. The score; 

Grackle, 49,740 birds; starling, 
48,676; house (English) sparrow, 
48,238; red-winged blackbird, 
46,612; robin, 20,661; crow, 
16,657; bobwhite, 14,623; meadow= 
lark, 14,493; cardinal, 12,749, and 
mourning dove, 12,431, 

Among surprising omissions 
was the blue jay, One might have 
supposed that the bird’s come= 
moness in New England alone would 
have squeezed it into thelist ahead 
of the crow, In fact, one might 
suspect that the size of the crow 
and its obviousness = although, ad= 
mittedly, it is not too obvious 
during the breeding season = may 
have contributed to a dispropore 
tionate number of reports on its 
presence, 

The most discouraging reports 
from the survey concerned hawks, 
All species of these birds of prey 
seem to be following the pere= 
grine falcon toward oblivion, From 
western New York and north= 
western Pennsylvania came re= 
ports of no known successful nests 
of red=shouldered hawks; no marsh 
hawks, almost no sparrow hawks; 
no known sharp=shinned hawks and 
no nests of broad=winged hawks 
found, 

The National Audubon Society 
and U, S, Bureau of Sport Fisheries 
and Wildlife survey noted that in all 
States east of the Rockies, except 
West Virginia, census results ‘‘all 
seem to agree these birds (hawks) 
are becoming steadily scarcer,’ 

While conclusive proof may be 
lacking, there has been enough 
analysis of dead birds and un= 
hatched eggs to indicate that 
modern pesticides probably is the 
added factor that has weighted the 
scales against survival of these 
birds of prey, 


I believe the Town's interest 
would now be best served if the 
selectmen were to re=study this 
entire question and present us at

The former ambassado- claimed 
that our foreign policy is now 
undergoing a period of cliange, al- 
though, he assured the PA audience 
‘tany change that is taking placein 
foreign policy will always be ac- 
companied by a disavowal that any 
change is occuring’’, As examples 
of such change, he cited our 
relatively recent position of 
‘practical accommodation’ in 
eastern European countries such 
as U.S. support of the USSR’s role 
{n resolving the Pakistan-India 
crisis and joint: efforts to control 
air pollution by atomic weapons, 

He said that he personally hoped 
to see American foreign policy in= 
creasingly guided by principles of 
‘pragmatic accommodation’’, and 
stressed that where people may 
criticize the U.S, for a decline in 
leadership in the world for such 
a course, we will in fact be re= 
turning to the realities of our 
position, 

In summing, up he said, ‘‘wehave 
little leadership in circumstances 
where we are not needed and this 
is not an abrogation of leadership 
but an admirable accommodation,”*
